TO TRY TO STOP THE MASSACRE 


Which Has Been Planned for January 


7—A Mass Meeting to be Held 


This Evening. 


New York, Dec. 30.—Appeals to 


President Roosevelt from 
eveiy im- 


portant city and town in the United 
States by influential Jews to prevent 
the predicted massacre of the Jews in 
Kishcnev, Russia, on January 7, will 
result fiom a meeting held last night 
l-y the grand masters of the seven in- 
fluential federations of Jews in this 
country. 


The meeting was held in the rooms 


of the B'rith Abraham in the Florence 
buildng, at Second avenue and First 
Ztreez. It was attended by six ct the 
f.even grand masters 


The meeting was called at the in- 


stance of Samuel Dore, grand matser 
of B'rith Abraham. 
The meeting 


adopted resolutions requesting the 
heads of all the various lodges in the 
seven federations to circulate petitions 
protesting against the threatened mas- 
sacre, and the&e, coupled with urgent 
personal letters, would be transmitted 
to President Roosevelt without delay. 


Copies of the petition and resolu- 


tions are also to !'e handed to the con- 
gressmen in the various districts 
throughout the country, which means 
they will fall into the hands of nearly 
every representative of the people, to 
icquest them to use their good offices 
to prevail upon the czar to circum- 
vent the threatened Kishenev atrocity. 


In order to make understood the 


President intends to promote a hum- 
ler of brigadier generals and immedi- 
ately retire them as major generals.

A NOVEL 
PHENOMENON. 


Dr. TV. J. Hammer Hns an X Ray 


Tnhe.That Sings. 


Dr. W. J. Hammer, an electrical en- 


gineer of Kew York city, whose stud- 
ies of the phenomena exhibited by vac- 
uum tubes have attracted attention on 
both sides of the Atlantic and who is 
the author of a book on radium, recent- 
ly made a novel observation which 
may possibly 'prove significant, says 
the New York-Tribune. He noticed 
that one of these tubes after being ex- 
cited and then being removed from the 
influence''of3any='rdcbgmzed force emit- 
ted a faint, coritinuous1 musical sound 
for several minutes. It 'might be sug- 
gested that the effect -was purely ther- 
mal and came from two tiny disks of 
metal close to ea'ch other and constitut- 
ing one of the! terminals inside the 
tube. This terminal, the "anticathcde," 
had been slightly.- damaged by over- 
heating, and a -small hole had been 
burned through it 


Text books on physics describe a phe- 


nomenon similar to that here men- 
tioued. It is observed, with apparatus 
know.n as- "the Trevelygn rocker." Dr. 
Hammer is convinced;-, however, that 
the sound from his tube is not produced 
in this manner. His own theory is that 
the tube is acted upon by a class of 
ether waves emitted from some distant 
source akin to those which have been 
suggested as a possible cause of the 
radiations of radium.

Hammer's riper judgment in the mat- 
ter or the opinions of other experts, the 
incident is noteworthy.

Missouri Farmer* Who Will Shell 


Their Corn Before Selling It. 


According to good authorities, the 


highest average amount of corn to the 
cob that can be raised is about SS per 
cent coraand 12 per cent cob. ,But the 
high authorities had not heard from 
Missouri when they 'figured, up their 
'average, and two Cooper co.un.ty, farm- 
ers have recently made it look like 30 
cents, says the Kansas,City Journal. 


XT'. J. McFarland of near"Boonville 


recently weighed seventy pounds of 
corn in, the ear. He then shelled the 
corn and -weighed corti and cobs sepa- 
rately. The corn weighed sixty-four, 
and one-half pounds and the cobs five 
and one-half pounds, making 921-7 per 
cent corn and 7 G-7 per cent cob. The 
corn -was exhibited at the Boonville 
corn show. R. B. Johnston of Clark's 
Fork, who made a display at the Boon- 
ville show of thirty-nine pounds of 
corn, found after shelling it that bis 
corn weighed thirty-four and one-half 
poun-ls and his cobs four and one-half 
pounds—that is. be raised SS6-13 per 
cent corn to 117-13 per cent cob.

seventy pounds of corn on ILc cob is 
considered a bushel and fifty-six pounds 
off the cob. It -would pay men -who

POST CHECK BILL 


Measure Before Congress to Provide 


Better Means for Sending Money 


Through the Mails. 


Washington, De.c 30.—What 
is 


known as the Post Check bill is thus 
explained by ita authors: 
If enacted 


into law the measure will provide a 
safe and easy method of sending 
money by mall and it will increase the 
i'ostal revenues. 


It will reduce mail robberies to a 


minimum by doing away with the in- 
centive to steal letters that are su:>- 
iiosed to contain money and for the 
simple reason that practically the only 
money that will be sent after the pas- 
sage of the bill will have been trans- 
iornied into a personal draft and be 
useless to anyone but the person for 
whom it is intended. This circumstance 
will speedily be known to ever} body, 
and Jirst of all to persons engaged in 
collecting and handling the mails. 


The bill does provide a safe and easy 


method of sending money by mail. 


As to the postal revenue. The money 


order system which the post check 
•would largely displace is conducted at I 
a loss of $600,000 a year, if, to the sum 
paid out in commissions be added the 
cost of the clerical force. 
The post 


check bill requires the 
affixing and 


cancelling of a two-cent stamp to every 
bill converted into a personal check, 
-.nd the revenues from 
this source 


would, it is estimated, aggregate sev- 
eral million dollars—a sum sufficiently 
large to meet the expense of issuing 
new notes, to replace those which have 
been retired, and leave a handsome

"N'ursle, rub my tummle!" wailed a 


ivc-year-old who bad eaten everything 
from loe cream Santa Clauses nnd 
steamed oysters to red holly berries at 
the iccent White House Christmas par- 
:y, says a Washington dispatch to the 
New York World. 


Six hundred children, sons and daugh- 


ters of government officials, army and 
navy officers and friends of President 
Roosevelt's family, were there. 
The 


invitations read, "From 4 o'clock until 


:30." None was late. Some came In 


carriages, accompanied by nurses and 
maids. Mrs. Roosevelt had maids to 
straighten out girls' curls and rear- 
range girls' clothing, while Steward 
Pinckney performed a similar service 
for the boys. 


Some of the children shyly wandered 


about until spied by the Roosevelt chil- 
dren, who quickly made them feel at 
home. Archie Roosevelt sought his old 
friends among the boys and said to 
them, "Now, you fellers must help me 
entertain." The shy and -nervous quick- 
ly were put at their ease and taken up- 
stairs, where the Marine band was 
playing. Thfe music stimulated the chil- 
dren, and soon all -were- playing and 
romping about 


Everywhere were lights, Christmas 


greens, flowers and music. Mrs. Roose- 
velt greeted: her little \ guests in _, the' 
green room, wishing them all a merry 
Christmas and a happy New Year. 
Mrs. Roosevelt was surrounded by the 
wives of cabinet officers. Major Me- 
Cauley, in the gorgeous uniform of the 
United States marine corps, introduced 
each of the little guests. 


After meeting Mrs. Roosevelt the 


children went to the historic east 
room and at the door were given a 
souvenir—a bit of cerise ribbon with" a 
white button 
inscribed 
"A Merry 


Christmas and a Happy New Year." 
In the east room the youngsters for 
an hour listened to music by a boys' 
concert company from Chicago. There 
were eleven numbers, and some of the 
younger children began to show signs 
of impatience. 


Refreshments "will b^ -^ ' "". '- the 


state dining room," an Uoiier tmujunc- 
ed, but few of the children know where 
the state dining room r»as. Led by 
Archie Roosevelt and his chum1*, bow- 
ever, they quickly fo1—J L. ... way. 
The big mahogany table, at which 
have been dined famous personages for 
a hundred years, was decorated with 
eandela.bra, holly and ferns. In silver 
dishes were bonbons, fancy cakes and 
other good things to eat. Four bi, 
Santa Clauses stood guard at each cor- 
ner of the table, and at the end of the 
room was the Cliristmas tree, which 
had been dressed and kept as a sur- 
prise by Archie Roosevelt. 


The children were soon enjoyin; 


themselves, eating: of everything of- 
fered. After the table had been clear- 
ed Archie Roosevelt hopped up on the 
table and danced, an old fashioned 
breakdown, while bis boon compan- 
ions looked on and cheered. After leav- 
ing the dining room" the children, form- 
ed little parties and scattered all over 
the mansion. 
Youngsters with candy 


gummed fingers made impressions on 
the walls, but nobody cared. Mrs. 
Roosevelt had medicines at band, and 
whenever a cry of pain was heard the 
youngster was taken in hand by Sur- 
geon General Rixcy, who administered 
to the overworked stomach. 


The" older children began dancing in 


the east room while the younger ones 
had a romp, playing games and "ex- 
ploring." At the height of the fun 
President Qposerelt joined the young- 
sters at play' and romped with them 
for an hour. 


"Why, he's just like any other man, 


ain't he?" said one delighted chile 
when the president was playing "crack 
the whip" with them. 


During the dancing in the east room 


many of the children fell because of 
the exceeding slipperiness of the floor. 
President Roosevelt tried to pick them 
up as fast as they fell, but they fcl 
too fast He bad to call for aid, and 
Major McCauley, -with his clanking 
sword, and many of the ushers assist- 
ed him. Absolutely no restraint was 
put on the children. They had a thor- 
oughly enjoyable afternoon. 


This was the first children's party of 


any magnitude since the days of Pres- 
ident Tyler. Fathers and grandfathers 
of many of the children present today 
attended the fancy dress ball given in 
honor of President Tyler's granddaugh 
ter. 
Mary Fairlie Tyler. Little Miss 


Tyler was dressed as Titania, and 800 
children were her guests. Mrs, Cleve- 
land gave children's parties, but the 
quests included only the children of 
intimate friends. 
Mrs. Roosevelt has 


given two previous children's parties, 
but the guests on neither occasion 
numbered more than thirty or forty.

A LAKE OF SOLID SODA. 


Strunirc UlMcoivrx of Major Born- 


bum, 
tliv Auierlcuu. lu Afrlcu. 


Major F. It. IJurnlium. the American 


scout, recently returned to London 
from another dilllcult expedition to 
oast Africa, this time through the east 
Africa protectorate and Uganda to the 
borders of the Kongo Free State, pene- 
trating about a thousand miles and ex- 
ploring much territory that had never 
before seen a white uian, says the Kan- 
sas City Star. Tbe major was accom- 
panied by several hundred blacks and 
twenty white mon, three of whom died 
of fever and six were invalided home. 


The most interesting result of the ex- 


pedition was the discovery of a lake of 
about forty-nine square miles composed 
almost entirely of pure carbonate of 
soda, forming a snowlikc crust so thick 
that the party walkked across on it. 
In some places the chemical is solid 
clear through to the ground. It Is the 
largest deposit of the kind that bus 
ever been found. The lake is fed by 
mineral springs carrying soda In solu- 
tion. and Hie deposit is formed by the 
evaporation of the water under the 
burning equatorial sun. 
In years to 


come, when the inevitable railroads 
run through Uganda, this chemical lake 
will doubtless be of enormous value, 
but at present it Is one of nature's in- 
violable reserve funds. 


An active volcano was found at Lake 


Rudolph, and several others which were 
busily spouting mud and steam were 
seen.
